HKTEtt-STATE C"M»IJERCK. 


It is evident that there will not be 


any agreement at this session of Con- 
gress between the Senate and the House 
of Representatives on the question of 
inter-State commerce. The House, by 
a large majority, has declared in favor 
of the piinciple that there shall be no 
higher rates for short than for long 
hauls. The Senate, last Saturday, de- 
feated an amendment of this nature, 
offered by Slater, and which was in- 
tended to incorporate in the Senate rail- 
road bill the main provision of the so- 
called Keagau bill. The Senate is also 
decidedly in favor of a commission to 
regulate the railroads, and has provided 
for one of nine members, requiring that 
not more than five of them shall belong 
to ona political party. The difieiences 
between the two heuses can hardly be 
reconciled, unlesn tho House -will ac- 
cept the Senates hill rather than not 
have an;? legislation on the subject. 
Tho richts of the people, meantime, are 
outraged. They have the right to insist 
upon Congress speedily perfecting some 
legislation which will prevent the rail- 
roads from discriminating against per- 
sons and places, and in ranking reason- 
able charges, instead of taking all the 
traffic 
will bear. 
The question has 


"been, up before Congress for the last ten 
years. It is time it was settled, and iu 
the interest of the people. 


'JT!«e <!<>lorn<!<> Senatorsliip. 


DENVEB, Jan. 17.—A Republican 


Sanatoria! caucus wus held this evening. 
As soon as the organization was com- 
pleted a motion was made that tho 
caucus proceed to vote for United States 
Senator viva voice, and was carried by 
five majority. 
Thereupon 17 Hill men 


left the chamber, four remaining, but 
not yoting. On the first ballot Seoie- 
tary H. M. Teller receivea 28, H. A. W. 
Taber 2, Senator N. P. Hill 1: Teller 
was declared fbe nominee of the caucus. 
The Hill men claim not bo bound by 
the action of the caucus, and will make 
a fight in the joint session and in both 
Houses, but to win must have nearly if 
not the whole, of the Democratic vote. 


At :i Deadlock. 


The Thirteenth Legislative Assembly 


of Arizona, which has been in session 
since Monday morning, the 12th in&t., 
(rying to perfect nn organization, is at a 
perfect deadlock in both branches. The 
House has elected a temporary Speaker, 
and cast over thirty ballots for a per- 
manent Speaker without success. The 
Council has 
been balloting for five 


days for temporary president, also with- 
out success. The Council is a tie, six 
'Republicans and sixDenaocrats, and the 
House is a tie, owing to one Republican 
Doming the Democrats and voting with 
them.

Appropriation Bills. 


The fact that about forty working 


days of the 
present session of Con- 


gress remain, and that none of the 
regular appropriation bills for the next 
fiscal year have been passed, has led to 
considerable 
speculation 
as to 
an 


extra session of Congress. The leading 
Democratic members of the Senate and 
House say that there will bs no extra 
session and nothing in the condition of 
the appropriation bills nt the prenent 
time indicates that any of them will fail 
of passage before the 4th of March. 
The Democratic leaders in both bouses 
of Congress are opposed to an extra 
session; and will do anything in the 
world to avoid it. 
Of course, if any one 


of the regular appropriation bills should 
fail of passage the chances are that an 
extra session will be called, but the con- 
dition o! business iu the House Appro- 
prititioa Committee is such as to leave 
a reasonable doubt that all the appro- 
priations 
will 
be maclo before the 


adjournment of Congress. The Mili- 
tary Academy bill has passed both 
Houses and and is now in the Confer- 
once Committee; the pension and consu- 
lar and diplomat bills have passed the 
House and gone to the Senate; the In- 
dian appropriation bill is novr uucler 
consideration in the committee ot the 
whole in lha House; the naval bill 
has been reported from the sub-com- 
mittee to the full committee; the army 
posloffico and District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bills will bo reported to the 
full committee from the sub-committee 
the next few days, and the committees 
expect to have the navy, army, post- 
office and District of Columbia bills all 
in the House before tho end of the 
week. 
The other appropriation bills 


are being considered by the sub-com- 
mittee in charge, and will be ready for 
consideration by the full committee as 
the others are disposed of.

W. M. Neilsou bus begun an action in

of $100,000 damages. The complaint 
alleges "that defendant appeared before 
the Grand Jury in November., 1883, 
and charged that the plaintiff did falsely 
swear that 
defendant 
was 
lawfully 


married to one Sarah Althea Hill, and 
that he, the plaintiff, did forge a certain 
contract of marriage between defendant 
and said S. A. Hill, and that the plain- 
tiff did unlawfully conspire with and 
aid said Hill in her claim to be the wife 
of defendant, and than, and there de- 
fendant, by his statements, advise and 
influence, 
and 
by 
sundry 
unlawful 


means and devices, induced said Grand 
Jury to find three indictments aguiust 
plaintiffs, to-wit: Oue for forgery, nne 
for perjury and ono for conspiracy." 
Neilsou £.lso complains that he was ar- 
rested under said iudictmeuts and re- 
strained of his liberty for more than 
twelve hcnirs; that said charges of per- 
jury, forgery and conspiracy were falsa 
and malicious, and were subsequently 
dismissed iu Court; thsvt said charges, 
indictments and arrests were extensively 
published, and that plaintiff has th'us 
been injured in his good name and 
credit, and been brought into public 
disgrace. He accordingly prays judg- 
ment in the sum of $100,000 damages.

New England home, God bless it; the 
rural home that you and I came from, 
over whoso door the roses grew in our 
youth; fading there, bat fresh and fra- 
grant always here in our hearts. You 
forget that there was among them no 
ordained minister; happy parish! and 
that Brewster, who led their devotions, 
was a man of courts, a bearer of Queen 
Elizabeth's dispatches. You pity them 
for a lite of more than provincial narrow- 
ness of tiffairs.

both sides by expectants? [Applause.]

ot their stately 
excursions 


through the virgin forests, their quiet- 
nig of Indian, troubles, their adventur- 
ous sailing expeditions to explore Mass- 
achusetts Bay, the wind fresh, the 
waves rippliug in the sunshine, the 
freedom of a new world in their hearts, 
and anou opening on their gaze the 
mouth of tha Charles and the Mystic, 
and the three hills of Boston, silent 
then, but never silent since. Think of 
their discreet squelching of the Inde- 
pendents, who were at that time rioting 
at Merry Mount, in Qainoy, and who, 
by the way, still infest that vicinity 
even to this dny, as my own imperiled 
scalp bears witness. [Cheering.] These 
Pilgrims were men who were greater 
than the restrictions of English life, 
who were broader than the huckstering 
and traffic of their Holland tuirying 
place, and who therefore fled, both 
gasping for larger breath. There were 
no narrow Puritans who ve^ed them- 
selves over' questions of method or 
form or discipline in the church.

or Jingo. Our lives are comparatively 
humdrum—prose or cheap doggerel. 
Theirs WHS a pcoan. They were idealists, 
poets, zealots; but it was that germinat- 
ing and rich idealism which flowers out 
in the world's glory and beneficence. 
If it wns poetry, it was poetry that Hvsg 
after Shein, in a larger vitality and 
range. Its musio is cot a far-off strain. 
It is confined to a stone's throw from 
the rock on which they set foot. It 
rolls across a Continent, from sea to 
sea. It explores the frozen , zone, and 
just now WOOH nud wins the Nicaragua 
Isthmus, It is poetry, indeed, but the 
poetry of industry, of growth, of the 
school, and farm, and shop, < and ship, 
and car.

Adopted by tbe National Reputoli- 


can Convention at 


The Eepublicans of the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon -which they have triumphed in six 
successive Presidential elections and 
congratnlate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est pxirposes of our citizens. The 
Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Garfield, whose sound statesmanship, 
long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. In the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise, 
conservative 
and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. We believe his eminent services 
are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights aud promote 
the interests of its own people. 
The 


largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the importance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we therefore 
respect the demands 01 the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest for the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full and adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for levenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government suuh du- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford secu- 
rity to crar diversified industries and 
protection to the rights and wages 01 
the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, 
may have its just reward, and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic sjstem 


of the Democratic party, which wonld 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation by a wise reduc- 
tion of the surplus. The Republican 
party pledges itself to correct the irreg- 
ularities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious and indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country.

Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi- 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to euact 


such laws as shall promptly and efitct- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
withiu our Territories, and divorce the 
political from, the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-culled Mormon Church, aud 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of the United States, in 


their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not » mere confederacy of 
States. 
The National Government is 


supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional d\ity, but the States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 
best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commercia1 nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly au- 
nonnoes its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise aud 
salutary one fur the protection of all 
classes of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
fair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 


tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
of the eight-hour law, and a wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and -we favor the 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workiugmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at Lome or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun winder Republican ad- 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of onr institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count tind correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by tbe Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of tbe voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free institutions, 
uud we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud aud violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, aud 
pledge to them out most earnest efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full und 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled aud for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of the application.
